Zimmerman, who prepared the application for filing. 
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STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 

Following are facts in support of the request to grant this application a filing 
date of July 29, 2003. 

1) On July 29, 2003, Ms. Donna Zimmerman, a patent secretary and 
paralegal at Graybeal Jackson Haley since April, 2003, prepared the subject patent 
application and the accompanying filing documents under the direction of attorney 
Kevin D. Jablonski, Reg. No. 50,401 (who is no longer practicing at Graybeal 
Jackson Haley) and according to Graybeal Jackson Haley's standard filing 
procedure. Ms. Stephanie Cox, a patent secretary at Graybeal Jackson Haley, 
deposited the envelope that contained the application and filing documents with the 
U.S. Postal Service for Express Mail delivery to the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office.
